A totally new art reproduction process that duplicates the tone and texture depths of paintings has been 
developed . . . and immediately started great controversy in the art world. Called ‘chromography’ the 
process creates a facsimile of an original work, faithfully reproducing the master-painting. The likeness 
is so true that the Whitney Museum of American Art, in endorsing the reproduction of paintings from its 
collection, insisted that the replicas vary in size from the original to prevent confusion. 

Every line and degree of shading, each brushstroke and area of surface texture, every color and hue 
is accurately re-created by an electronic and photographic process. The finished work is mounted, 
in most cases, on stretched canvas and then framed. The result is a duplicate original so exact that 
even art critics and dealers cannot always tell it from the masterwork. 

Twenty paintings from the Museum’s collection of 20th century American art are available. The selec¬ 
tion was made by curators, critics and collectors.
